and Well Known Treatments of 


Spraying Should Be Known to 


Potato Growers. 


(Prepared by the United States Depart­ 
m ent o f A griculture.) 
From the time the earliest seed la 
put into the ground to the harvesting 
of the last crop, every home vegetable 
garden linty he expected 
to 
Buffer 
from the attacks of the army of In­ 
sects pests which annually creep from 
their winter quarters, hungry from 
their long fast, to fatten on the care­ 
fully nurtured seedlings, riddle the 
grown plunts, and multiply to count­ 
less thousands during the days of mid­ 
summer. 
The careful and far-sighted 
gardener may most 
readily demon­ 
strate his skill through the adoption 
and correct application of the rem­ 
edies 
best designed to control this 
horde. 


Colorado Potato Beetle. 
Wherever a small plot of potatoes 
1h grown, the Colorado potato beetle 
is likely to he found. The muture or 
“hardshell" beetles which have spent 
the winter safely burled in the grouud. 
begin to come out 
about the time 
when the plants are a few inches 
high. First they hungrily devour a 
purt of the young and tender foliage, 
after which they begin to deposit, on 
the undersides of the leaves, their 
clusters of orange-colored eggs, of 
which a thousand or more may he 
laid by ti Ringle female. F.ffectlve work 
may be done at this time by hand­ 
picking tho beetles from the plants 
Into a tan of water, with a little kero­ 
sene over the surface. The eggs mu) 
he crushed between the thumb and 
Huger. 
Cure at this stage will prevent the 
appearance of the fat, 
ahi ny 
red 
larvae or “sings,” which are much 
more destructive than the beetles, fre­ 
quently stripping the plant entirely 
lf left without attention. When first 
hatched, these feed in groups, but us 
they grow larger, they spread over the 
plant.
